The  teachers  in  the  university  and  those  in  the  public 
schools  have  a  common  meeting  ground  in  their  classroom  and 
laboratory  experiences.  No  more  in  the  university  than  in 
the  public  school  can  a  teacher  be  successful  without  skill, 
learning,  personality,  and  affection  for  young  life.

sacredness  of  the  individual — all  these  are  always  and  every¬ 
where  the  characteristics  of  the  true  teacher.  Training  is 
superposed  and  is  resultful  only  when  they  are  present.

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THE  CONFERENCE  KEYNOTE 

INDIVIDUAI.ITY  THROUGH  GUIDANCE 

ON  January  30,  1930,  the  State  Department  of  Education 
called  a  State  Guidance  Conference  attended  by  educators 
from  all  parts  of  the  state.  At  this  conference  a  resolution  was  unan¬ 
imously  adopted  calling  for  the  appointment  of  a  State  Advisor)’ 
Committee  on  Guidance.  Soon  thereafter  the  Director  of  Education 
appointed  the  proposed  group  with  twenty-six  members.  It  held  its 
first  meeting  on  February  19. 

Several  recommendations  were  made  to  the  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  at  this  meeting,  among  others,  “That  the  State  Department 
become  the  central  agency  for  the  stimulation  and  direction  of  a 
comprehensive  program  of  pupil  personnel  guidance  for  both  public  and 
non-public  schools  of  Ohio;  and  that  in  order  to  carry  out  this  program 
the  Department  employ  a  Director  of  Student  Personnel  together  with 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary.”  Following  these  recom¬ 
mendations,  the  Department  of  Education  organized  a  Division  of 
Guidance  under  the  direction  of  D.  H.  Eikenberry. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Eleventh 
Ohio  State  Educational  Conference  last  April,  the  question  of  the 
Conference  keynote  came  up  for  discussion.  Unanimously  the  Com¬ 
mittee  agreed,  in  view  of  the  developments  in  the  guidance  field  in  the 
Department  of  Education,  that  the  keynote  of  the  Conference  should 
emphasize  guidance.  More  than  a  dozen  suggestions  on  how  this  could 
best  be  phrased  were  presented  by  members  of  the  Committee.  From 
this  list,  the  Committee  selected  the  keynote:  “Individuality  through 
Guidance.”
